LONDON, Dec. 22. — (CP) — 
Reuters News Agency from Mos- 
cow, quoted Tass News Agency 
as saying today that Hitler had 
demanded 40,000 more French 
workers of Pierre Laval at their 
week-end meeting in Germany.

Worried About Civilians 


It is said that half the 600,000 resi- 
dents of Turin have fled from the city. It 
is to be hoped, and can be believed, that 
the report is true. If there has not been 
a similar exodus from Genoa, and a com- 
parable evacuation of Milan, it must be be- 
cause the railways are congested, or be- 
cause a forbidding edict has been issued. 

The Paris and Bérlin radios are urging 
the Pope to issue an appeal to the bellig- 
erents to refrain from bombing civilians. 
No such appeal is needed so far as the 
Allies are concerned, for they do not blast 
hospitals, civilian homes and bathing 
beaches. That type of war they have left 
to the enemy, by whom it has been prac- 
tised deliberately and persistently. 

The Pope needs no instruction from 
Hitler as to his duty to urge the claims of 
civilians to immunity. As to the Fuehrer’s 
qualifications to plead on their behalf, the 
butcheries in Poland, in Rotterdam, in 
France and in Greece are eloquent. If he 
is concerned now about the safety of Ital- 
ian non-combatants it is only from fear 
that all-out bombing of Italian centres will 
throw that subject state into turbulence. 

Italians who get away and stay away 


from military concentrations, munitions 
centres and railway junctions have no 
cause to fear Allied bombs. They appar- 


ently know this, for the latest report is 

only one of a series telling of the flight 

from the triangle of northern cities where 

war plants are most numerous—or were.

Hints on Buying Furniture 


How to Tell if Piece Is of | 
Good Construction or|

Bad

Furniture is a popular Christmas 
gift this year, and from the in-, 
ferences it will be the thing pur-! 
chased with that Christmas check. 

Buying furniture is an important 
business for householders of all 
ages. If is important for the young 
couples who are making their first 
home, and for older couples who | 
are anxious to place a_ certain 
amount of their resources after, 
buying War Savings Stamps and 
Victory Bonds, into fine furniture. 

Labels on furniture sometimes 
give facts about construction, as! 
well as style and price. In the 
United States, some states require 
labels to tell the kind and amount 
of stuffing of upholstered pieces. 
But furniturg labels rarely, if ever, 
set down in sequence the kind of 
joints used in making a pjece, the 
dimensions of the piece, facts 
about finish, and so on, 

Likewise, there are no estab- 
lished standards that take into 
account not only the wood used in 
the manufacture of the furniture, 
but also the type of construction, 
the fabric and the workmanship. 

Generally furniture’ is con- 
structed to meet the demands of a 
person who is five teet eight inches 
tall. Chairs should be about 18 
inches from the floor to seat bot- 
tom. The depth of the chair, from 
front to back, should be about 19 
inches This can be stretched to 
24 inches in the case of the heavily | 
cushioned chair, 

The back of a chair should be 17 
to 19 inches from seat to top, and 
should have a “rake” of four 
inches, the “rake” being the dis-| 


tance from the rear of the seat to 
the point where the back curves 
outwards the furthest. Chair arms 
that are 7 inches above the seat 
will suit most people.

Built as a 
rabbit barrier, this fence stretches 
for 1,139 miles in an unbroken line 


from the tropical shores of the In- 


dian Ocean to the swirling waves 
of the stormy Great Australian 
Bight 

It divides the continent in two. 
The vast state, West Australia, 
built it to halt the natural west- 
ward migration of rabbits. 

There were millions of rabbits 


in West Australia before the fence 
was built, but it has prevented 
them from inter-breeding with the 
virlie “new stock” on the east 
side 

Guardians of the fence are 
among Australias most romantic 
figures. They stand vigil in coun-, 
try varying from dense woodlands 
to arid deserts, Their job to 
keep the 42-inch’ high wire fence 
intact, and each of them has ap- 
proximately 300 miles under his 
supervision 

Fence riders on the 
go for months without seeing an- 
other human being. For food and 
drink they are dependent on their 
own efforts in sun-parched wastes, 
where wandering savages remain!

Near Trafalgar 
For Canadians

LONDON, Dec. 22.—(CP)—Hard 
by Canada House, off Trafalgar 
Square, Canadian women in the 
services or engaged in war work 
in Britain have their own central 
gathering place, called Canada 
Corner.

pany sacrificing one, for the clean- 
ing. 

A young Canadian naval officer 
sent a radio and the Canadian Red 
Cross gave patch-work quilts for 
the rest room, rag rugs and bed- 
ding. The rest room, with five beds, 
can be used by girls who have 
missed their last train or bus,
